in resolution adopted yesterday. 

The President declared that the West 
needed capital to develop its public 


Federal leasing system could such cap- 
ital be induced to come West. 

The President spoke fn the auditorium 
built to hold more than 11,000 persons 
and few seats were vacant. In spite 
of his disagreement with the views ex- 
pressed by the convention, the~Presi- 
dent was well received. Whén he made 
some of his points against the proposal 
of the convention that either public 
lands be disposed of to individuals or 
else placed under the care of the sepa- 
rate states, the crowd applauded vigor- 
ously, and,when he concluded the cheer- 
ing. was long and loud, 


United States Owns Lands, He Says. 
At one point in his speech, the Presi- 


dent was discussing the public domain 
in general terms. 

“Who owns the public domain, Mr. 
President?” shouted an old man sitting 
just under the platform. ‘. 

“The United States owns ithe public 
domain,’ said Mr. Taft, showing some 
heat, “and the United States js the peo- 
ple of the United States.” 

The President said that he knew that 
he was in à peculiar position; since the 
convention had already reached its ver- 
dict’ with respect to public lands. 

“I know,” said Mr. Taft, “thhow irri- 
tating it is to have somebody else lay 
down rules for your moral uplift, but 
you've got to stand a great deal jn or- 
der to make progress. I will end as I 
began. I am not in agreement with 
your verdict.” 

President Taft pleaded for concessions 
on the part of the convention and sug- 
gested that when men were sent to 
Washington to argue with congressional 
committees about matters affecting the 
public lands and the policy of corserva- 
tidn they should not be tied with strings 
so they could have no leeway. 

The President said that, the discus- 
sion of conservation, at least east of 
the Missouri River, had not reached a 
stage where points of difference were 
logked at calmly and dispassionately. 

From the mistakes of the past, he 
said, the country will now learn to go 
about saving its natural resources in 
the best way possible and with the best 
results. . 

Mr. Taft admitted that in the old days 
rublic land had been grabbed in many 
instances by. corporations and combina- 
repetition of such grabbing was the 
work of the present and future.

The outdoor automobile*show at For- 
as Park Highlands, which opened Moa- 


day night, is mechanically, artistical- 
ly and numerically the greatest ex- 
hibition of power driven vehicles ever 
given in St. Louis, and perhaps in the 
West. 

The mechanical wonders of the auto- 
mobile world, such as the new Knight 
motor, a light, silent power plant of 
great simplicity and durability, and 
« new electric device which is both a 
rnotor and a generator, enabling ‘the 
cperator to start the machine without 
cranking and to light the lamps without 
the use of gas, are on exhibition. 

The thousand or more bright, new 
automobiles shown at the Highlands 
were a magnet that drew practically 
every lover of the motor car in St. 
Louis to the show Monday night. The 
display of cars and accessories covered 
acres of ground within the enclosure. 
The pavillions were utilized for the dis- 
play of accessories. . 


More Street Cars Promised. 


Better street car facilities will be 
provided for the remainder of the 
week. Monday night the Market street 
car line was the only one operated 
through to the show grounds, but 
the United Railways management 
has promised to run the Laclede and 
Taylor cars to the Highlands Tues- 
day night and each succeeding night 
throughout the wéek. 

The owners of automobiles went to 
the show in their own cars and 
parked them outside (the grounds. 
There were so many cars in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the show that 
owners foilnd it almost impossible to 
get to their machines when they 
were ready to start home. 

The most magnificent show car on 
exhibition was the big red and black 
machine owned by Miss Edmee An- 
heuser. 

Miss Anheuser’s automobile is a palace 
on wheels. It is equipped with a 48- 
horsepower engine, ‘its own - electric 
power plant, and is brass trimmed, has 
cut glass lamps and starts without 
cranking. Inside the’limousine there are 
plate glass mirrors, silver bowls, a 
dressing table and brackets- for toilet 
waters, handkerchiefs, flower” vases, 
vanity and bonbon boxes. The beautiful 
automobile was greatly admired. 

New Motor Exhibited. 


The Knight motor was attached to the 
Stearns car. It is- said to represent the 
one great step of the year toward motor 
car perfection, and everybody wanted to 
see it. The motor combines power sim- 
plicity, flexibility and silence, and wte- 
comes more powerful the longer it fs 
used. Many of the troublesome parts 
of other motors are eliminated. 

Next to the Knight motor the Cadil- 
lacs, trim, black and powerful cars, 
equippéd with the r>w electric motor- 
generating device, attracted most atten- 
tion. This device not’ only supplies elec- 
tric current for illumination, but also 
for starting the car without cranking. 
The only objection to the electric plant 


advanced at the show was its weight.. 


It ad*s about 200 pounds to the weight 
of the car. Some experts declared that 
the weight of the electric plant more 
than offset its advantages, but others 
declared that it was not only entirely 
practicable, but eliminated many of the 
disagreeable features of motoring, par- 
ticularly those which in the past have 
made it almost impossible for women to 
operate gasoline cars. 

In the accessory Nine much attention 
was given to the display of ignition de- 
vices. Automobile owners, in the past, 
have had many troubles due to defective 
ignition, and inventors have been Work- 
ing constantly to perfect devices that 
would insure the reliability of the pqwer 
plant under practically all conditions.

In Cross-Bill to Her Divorce Suit 
Insurance Man Blames Her 
Family. 


SAYS BROTHERS BEAT HIM 


Mrs. Fisher Declares Husband 
Abused Her—Both Ask 
for Child. 


Nathan W. Fisher, an insurance man, 
filed a cross bill Tuesday in Judge Ho- 
mer’s court“to the divorce petition en- 
tered by his wife, Anna Pearl Fishef. 
He alleges that on the night of thelr 


marriage, Sept. 14, 1907, she refused to 
talk to him or let him caress her while 
they were on their way home in a car- 
riage, and that she told him in tears 
that she did not love him and. never 
could. 

She admitted, he says, that she had 
married him to please her mother and 
sisters and to get a home. She named 
two other men, he alleges, and said she 
could love either of them. 

The next day, Fisher avers, she re- 
fused to prepare meals for him and he 
was compelled to do the housework him- 
self. That night, he says, she returned 
to her mother’s home, but relatives pre- 
vailed upon her to go back to her hus- 
band. ? 

Talked to Former Admirer. 

Two months after the marriage, Fish- 
er says, he and his wife met One of her 
former admirers on the street car.’ Mrs. 
Fisher and the other man talked “‘in- 
cessantly and\endearingly,” the petition 
sets forth, and the husband was ignored 
except when Mrs. Fisher referred to him 
as “my old man.” — 
Fisher says his wife told the other 
man she was sorry he was not to call 
on her that night, instead of some 
other girl and invited him to come to 
see her in the future. 

After they returned home, Fisher 
remonstrated with his wife for her 
ccnduct and as a result, he says, she 
again returned to her mother’s home 
the next day, 

“Without the _ slightest provoca- 
ticn,’ says the’ petition, “the plaintiff 
would fly to her mother’s home.” 


Accuses Wife's Brothers. 
It required repeated letters and 


telephone messages, Fisher says, to 
induce his wife to come back to him. 
When he went to her mother’s home 
in June, 1908, to arbitrate their dif- 
ferences, two of his wife’s brothers 
attacked him with a bottle and a 
club, he alleges, and inflicted a scalp 
wound which ‘required six stitches. 
While the fight was in progress Mrs. 
Fisher, he asserts, stood by and ad- 
vised her brothers to “give it to 
him.” | 

At the time of the marriage, Fisher 
says, there was an agreement that he 
might give his mother $15 a month. 
His mogher-in-law later objected to'this, 
he alleges, and when he insisted on his 
rights she helped break up his home, 
although, he says, she was very eager 
to have him marry her daughter. 
Mrs. Fisher, in her petition, alleges 
that her husband publicly rebuked her 
for speaking to a.friend, that he fre- 
quently struck her and sometimes ex- 
hibited his bad temper by throwing the 
pictures out of the house and othérwise 
disturbing the domestic peace. 
The Fishers have a daughter, Pearl, 
2 years o]d. Both parents ask custody. 
The child was temporarily put in charge 
of her mother when a preliminary mo- 
tion in the case was argued several 
months ago. Mrs. Fisher resides with 
her mother at 4157 Morgan street.

ALL QUIET AT CHICAGO 


200 Policemen Watch Shops +o 
Prevent Repetition of 
Disorder. 


By Associated Press. 
HOUSTON, Tex., Oct. 3.—J. J. Pipes, 


special officer from Athens, Tex., was 
shot and killed just inside the gates of 
|. the Houston & Texas Central shop 
yards today while en route with a smal! 
party of officers and strikebreakers 
from a train to the yard. 8S. B. Crock- 
ett, another special officer of the party, 
who was near Pipes and who was 
wounded, says the shots were fired from 
within the yards where a number of 
guards were stationed. 

Capt. H. S. Sisk, also injured, who was 
escorting the party to the yards, says 
the shots came from the crowd of 
strikers following his charges and that 


he fired one shot in reply. 

Another version of the affair~ devel- 
oped in a statement by J. H. Day, one of 
the company’s employes, that the shots 
were not fired either by guards or by 
strikers. He asserts the shots came 
from a side direction. In addition to 
those shot or stoned, Gotdon Knight, 
a@ strikebreaker, was stabbed in the 
face. All the injured are expected to 
recover. 

Chief of Police Voss said that his in- 
vestigation indicated the strikers were 
not making threats but were trying to 
persuade the strikebreakers not to take 
their places.

Mrs. Edgar Morrison Davis said at 
her mother’s home in Jerseyville Tues- 
day that her husbana, now in Colorado, 
is suffering from a nervous break- 
down, and- that this illness alone pre- 
vents him from returning to defend 
suits which have. been dled against 
him, and to attefid to the litigation in- 
volving the Alton, Jacksonville & Peoria 
‘Traction lines, of which he was lately 
president. 
The Davis home at 24 Kingsbury 
which liens have been 
some holders of claims 
is ciosed and is to be 


sold. Mrs. Davis and her 3-year-old 
son are now with Mrs. Davis’ mother, 
mother, Mrs. A. W. Cross, widow of a 
Wealthy Jerseyville banker, and the 
heaviest loser by the mishaps of the 
traction concern, They have disposed 
of their automobile, but drive out oc- 
casionally in a surrey. 
Sued for Accident. 

In addition to the mental strain 
caused by Davis’ illness and his finan- 
cial difficulties, Mrs. Davis and her 
mother have been worried by a suit 
filed against Mrs. Cross by the parents 
of Harvey Richey, who was killed by a 
fallen electric-light wire in the Cross 
yard two months ago. The parents sued 
Mrs. Cross and the electric lighting com- 
pany jointly for $10,000. A sealed verdict 
in the suit was returned by a jury last 
Friday, and will be read next Thursday. 
Mrs. Cross’ lawyer has expressed con- 
fidence that she will not be held re- 
sponsible in any way for the fatality, 
which was in itself a great shock to 
her. 
Mrs. Cross, who turned over $300,000 
worth of real estate securities to 2 bank 
to cover notes bearing her signature, 
said Tuesday that this action did not 
mean that she had lost that amount, 
which constituted practically all her 
property. She said the money borrowed 
on the notes was invested, and expressed 
confidence in her son-in-law. 

Denies Running Away. 
In a suit for a dry goods bill of more 
‘than $600, filed against Davis and his 
wife last week, it was alleged that they 
had absented themselves from their 
usual place of abode. Mrs. Davis said 
Tuesday that neither she nor her hus- 
band had left the city with any inten- 
tion of evading creditors, though she 
said that, under the circumstances, it 
might. have appeared so. 
“He went to Colora‘io under the im- 
perative orders of his physician,’’ said 
the wife to a Post-Dispatch correspon- 
dent at Jerseyville, “and when he re- 
gains his health sufficiently he. will re- 
turn and we will live in St. Louis, 
“Tf he does not get better I shall go 
to Colorado and we shall try to make a 
home there. But he will eventually meet 
all obligations, I am sure. 
“Just now my mother and I are, to be 
frank, hard up. We have been so be- 
fore, for my husband has always kept 
h!: money turning .ver so rapidly that 
we seldom caught s‘ght of it at home 
The Alton, Jacksonville & Peoria Line 
is in a receiver’s hands. The St. Louis 
Fire Insurance Co., of which Davis was 
president, has gone out of business.

I know what the writer 
is trying to describe—heaven, not mere- 
ly the heaven to which we hope to go, 
but the heaven we carry around with 
us.

BUTTER IS UP, HOWEVER 





But There Are 1,000,000 Pounds 
of It in Cold Storage 
in This City. 





The plentiful supply of fruit on the 
market at reasonable prices will help 
to equalize the cost of filling the mar- 
ket basket this winter if the house- 
wife takes advantage of the conditions 
gnd fills the pantry with preserves now. 

The price of apples, grapes, quinces 
and pears are considerably lower than 
at this time last year, Even with the 
advance in the price of sugar, preserves 
and jellies may be made of these fruits 
at a less cost than @ year ago. 

Good apples for apple butter, pre- 
serves and jellies are being sold on 
Produce Row this week at 75 cents a 
bushel. Last yeaf the price was $1.25 
a bushel. Fine Concord grapes from 
New York are now retailing at 20 cents 
a basket, as against 2% cents last sea- 
son. Grapes from Michigan have been 
selling as low as 12 cents a basket, but 
the quality was not as good as the 
New York shipments. 

Quinces Alao Drop. 

Quinces of a good quality are selling 
at 7% cents a half bushel basket. Last 
year a fair grade of quinces brought 8 
cents a basket. Good preserving pears 
are selling at $1.50 a bushel. Last year 
the same quality sold for about $1.75 a 
bushel. 

The Chautauqua belt in New York ts 
expected to yield 8000 cars of grapes this 
year, a large increase over last year. 
These shipments, together with others 
from the large crops in other Eastern 
states, have caused the price to drop. 
It is probable that the retail prices may 
be slightly lower next week when the 
gathering of the crop is in full swing. 
The wholesale price to retailers now is 
16 cents a basket for good grapes. 

Potatoes at 75 Cents. 

Potatoes are plentiful at 75 cents a 
bushel. There is the big surprise of the 
vegetable market. Warly in the spring 
the price soared as high as $2.50 a bushel 
on account of the shortage in local 
crops. It was believed at that time that 
the crop throughout the country would 
be ruined by the hot, dry spells. Rain 
at the needed time made bumper crops 
of potatoes in other Jocalities and made 
the prices cheaper. 

The quality of potatoes now on the 
market is good, It ig believed by com- 


dission men that the best quality of 


potatoes to store for the winter will 
reach the St. Loulg market in about 
two weeks, and the price may: be slight- 


»ly lower than at present. 


Butter advanced a ¢ent a pound Mon- 
day, making the wholesale price 26% 


cents a pound. This is a normal in- |] 


crease usual at this time of the year, 
caused by the shortage of milk due to 
lack of pasturage. , The records ‘of the 
St. Louis Butter, Egg & Poultry Ex- 
changs show that there are approx!i- 
mately 1,000,000 pounds of butter in cold 
storage in St. Louis, which is about one- 
third more than the normal amount 
in storage. 

This is expected to keep the price of 
butter lower than last year. When the 
milk supply reaches @ low ebb in the 


‘winter, the storage product, made in 


June and July when milk was plenti- 
ful, will be placed om the market to 
satisfy the demand. Other cold storage 
houses the various large cities have 
large unts of butter stored to so | 
the winter demand. .

Declares Woman He First Mar- 
ried Induced Him to Confess, 
Make Peace With God. 


By Associated Press. 

OREGON, IIL, Oct. 3.—‘I haven’t a 
regret for putting her out of the way,” 
said Dr. Harry E, Webster when he 
told his mother the story of his life 
with Bessie Kent Webster, the bigamous 
wife he killed on Sept. 16, near Dixon, ill. 

“The only two weeks of peace I had 
in the three years was the time after I 
had put her out of the way.” 

_ Webster said he made his confession 
at the solicitation of Zoe Varney * 
ster, his first wife. 


Prays With First Wife. 

‘I'm doing what Zoe wanted me to 
do,”’ said Webster. “That's my only 
consolation. The last thing she said to 
me in the Grant Hovel, where we stayed 
the night. she came to Chicago, was, 
‘E:gin, if you did it, make your peace 
with God. We iave been Christians 
and if you did kill her make your peace 
with Him right here and now, and then 
make it with your fellow men.’ 

“T knelt down there and prayed. She 
prayed with me. I’ve made my peace 
with God, and I am taking my punish- 
ment like a man. I won’t weaken for a 
minute. Now, if I could only make my 
peace with her; if she’c tell me she 
loves me and forgive me, I wouldn't 
care if they cut me to pieces.”’ 


Immediate Trial. 

The evidence against Webster will 
be given to the grand jury tomorrow, 
according to the State’s Attorney. ‘‘I 
am going to get an immediate trial and 
to insist on capital punishment,” he 
said. ‘‘No one thinks there is any pos- 
sibility of any mob action, but the guilt 
is plain, and there is no reason for any 
deiay.” 

He discredit:d some parts of Web- 
ster’s confessi_n, although accepting 
much of it as true. “I am convinced 
that the woman was killed within a 


ishort distance of the spot where the 


body was found,” he said, “but “he na- 
ture of the wounds discredits any state- 
ment that Webster stabbef her as she 
was running away from the: g.”

New York: Woman Also Fright- 
ened Into Convulsions When 
She Spills Poison on Self.

NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—Some particu- 
lars in what the doctors say is a re- 
markable case of carbolic acid poison- 
ing became public when a certificate 
was granted for the removal from this 
city to San Francisco of the body of 
Miss Mary Conners, supervising nurse 
at the Post Graduate Hospital. 

The Coroner's office early Sunday 
morning got word from the Post Grad- 
uate Hospital that Miss Conners had 
just died there.. The message, it was 
said, was sent by Dr. W. H. Lippincott, 
who gave the following account of the 








Miss Conrers was carrying a tray of 
bottles to the operating room when she 
tripped and fell. The bottles were shat- 
tered and one of them spilled carbolic 
acid over the nurse, burning her mouth, 
freee, arms and chest. She went inte 
convulsions and in a few moments was 
dead. The death, it was asserted, was 
caused by fright. 

Dr. Philip O’Hanion, Coroner’s physi- 
clan, viewed the body and turned into 
the Department of Health a certificate 
which stated that death was due to 
carbolic acid poisoning by absorption.

A catfish welghing 102 pounds and 
four feet five inches long was on ea- 
hibition Tuesday at the saloon of 5S. 
M. Keimel at 316 Walnut street. The 
fish was caught in the Mississippi 
river opposite Kimmswick, Mo., Sunday 
afternoon by Chris'Domay, a fisherman, 
who lives at 8517-Vulcan street, and 
Harry Gee, a restaurant chef, of 1301 
Washington avenue. Gee was thrown 
out of the boat while Domay was land- 
ing the fish: After the fish was lodged 
under a seat Domay Caught Gee by 
the hair and pulled him back into the 
boat.

Domay has caught in the 
The largest weighed 135 pounds. The 
fish was hooked on a trotline in 20 
feet of water about 25 feet from the 
bank. It- was caught with a two-inch 
blue steel hook. 

Domay runs three lines carrying about 
300 hooks al! the time. He uses live 
bait. A one-pound carp was the bait 
which lured the big fish to his doam. 
Domay says that a mud-cat takes the 
bait into its mouth, tail first and sucks 
all the blood from it. Then it swallows 
it head first. After‘swallowing its prey 
it goes to the bottom and lies in the 
mud until it is digested. 

When a catfish is hungry he comes 
to shallow water to feed. The moon- 
light has no attraction for catfish, 
Domay says, and they bite best on dark 
nights. When the line is pulled in’ the 
fish is usually worn out by pulling it to 
the surface and then permitting it to 
go to the bottom several times. 

Domay says that the fish is about 15 
years old. It will weigh about eighty 
pounds dressed. 

The fish is 40 inches in circumference 
at the largest part of the body and at 
the base of the head is three feet 
around. The mouth is 11 inches across. 
Domay has caught more than 2000 
pounds of fish in the Mississippi River 
in the last month, he says.
